WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 
30.—Senator 


Aldrioh says that a vole on the tariff 
conference report will not be taken 
probably btfore 6 o'clock. 
Senator 


Spooner is to speak, and possibly Sena- 
tor Allison, and on tlie democratic side 
Senator Gray. 
Mr. Aldrich will close 


the debate. 


The senate passed the house bill to 


promote the administration of justice in 
the army, with a verbal amendment. 
Resolutions authorizing the irrigation 
committee to continue its work and con- 
tinuing the pay of sessions' clerks and 
clerks to senators during the recess-ffere 
passed. 


The conference. reporl on the tariff 


bil1 was tal£fl up and Mr. Carlisle ad- 
dress^ the senate. He would not, he 
<aid, attempt to discuss the economic 
theory of the bill. It was now about to 
pa*s entirely from the hands of the sen- 
ate and beyond its control, and a dis- 
cussion of the question could not be 
undertaken without neglecting the last 
opportunity to state, as accurately 83 
possible, what the main provisions of 
ine measure were and what would be its 
probable effect on taxation. 


It was not his purpose to attempt to 


state the effect of the measure on the 
public revenue, because it would be im- 
possible to do go with any degree of 
accuracy. But ho could state approxi- 
mately what its effect on taxation would 
be. No member of the finance commit- 
tee had ventured during the tariff de- 
bate to express fin opinion as to what 
the effect of tho bill would bo on the 
revenues of the government, except the 
senator from Iowa, Mr. Allison, who, in 
the course of a speech on the subject of 
the expenses of the government, had re- 
viewed the subject to some extent. But 
that was before the conference report 
WSB made. 


The house to-day passed joint resolu- 


tion apropriating §10,000 to enable the 
postmaster-general to test the free de- 
livery system at small towns and vil- 
lages; senate bill to protect 
actual 


settlers on public lands In Florida on 
which deposits of phosphate have since 
been discovered; bill released to San 
Francisco the United States title to cer- 
tain land near the Presidio.

Imposes an Export 


Duty ot Ten Per Cent. 


YORK, Sept. 30.—Information 


reached Wall sheet yesterday that the 
government of San Salvador has im- 
posed an export duty of 10 per cent, of 
the shipment. There are but 8,000,000 
ounces of silver held on speculative ac- 
count in New York. 
The trust com- 


panies now charge two cents per day 
for 1,000 ounces for storage and issue 
certificates for 1,000 ounces each. 
Set- 


tlements of differences as to the market 
value of silver fluctuates are made 
through the Western National bank. 
Previous to July 15th the storage 
charge \yaa only one cent a day, and 
there are many thousand ounces of 
silver still held at thatiate on old con- 
tracte. The total production of silver 
in this country this year will be 50,000,- 
000 ounces. The drop in the price of 
ailvcr has been very marked recently. 
The decline yesterday, as compared with 
Saturday's last prices, was li cents, 
maMtsg a fall of 3i cents in a week. 
Tho loss of value on the 8,000,000 
ounces held in Now York for speculative 
purposes since Saturday's closing has 
been 866,600, or §277,500 within a week. 
The average price paid for this silver 
had for speculation was about 81.01J. 
It was bought at quotations ranging 
from 95 cents to 81.21}. 
The highest 


price was on August 18, S1.21J, and the 
lowest, 9-5 cents, was in March last.

A Father Driven to Suicide by the

body from constant watching, without

A Brutal ainrder Committed In 


Mexico. 


BCTFALO, N. Y., Sept. 30.—News has 


just been received here of the murder of 
Arthur Crattenden, son of Dr. A, H. 
Cruttenden, of Bath, and brother of W. 
M. Ctnttendon, associate editor of the 
News, in Mexico. A letter from Henry 
Canfield, a partner of the murdered 
man, dated August 22, states that they, 
with Dr. Howe, owned an interest in a 
mine near Horaohinerna in Sonora, 
Mexico, aud wore living in tents at the 
mine, Onth/ morning of August 21 
Cruttenden arose and stepped out of the 
tent. As he did so he was struck on the 
head with an aio in tho hands of a 
Mexican. Hearing his cries Dr. Howe 
burricd to his assistance aud grappled 
with the Mexican and tho two rolled 
over a high bank. The Mexican fled 
and Dr. Howe was found to be severely 
injured. Crutteudeu started to go to 
the town for modioal assistance. Fail- 
ing to return, n search was made and 
bis body was found in a .creek with a 
sharp axe in his back, the Mexican hav- 
ing evidently followed him and finished 
his bloody deed. Tho dead nlan was 
part owner of several valuable mining 
claims in Mexico.

Mrs, Charlotte Haas Nearly 


Murdered by Iwo Ruffians 


Who Gain Admission to Her Home at 


the Hour of Midnight, 


They Torture Her to Force Her 


to Tell Where the Money is. 


She is Assaulted and Lett Bleeding 


and In«ensibl« on the Floor. 


One of the boldest and most atrocious 


sets that has come to the notice of the 
officers for some time occurred last 
night at the southern limits of tho city, 
near the reservoir. The ecene of the 
deed was a dwelling at the southwest 
comer of Lafayette and Leith streets, 
the home of Mrs. Charlotte Haas, a Ger- 
man widow, who was the victim of the 
murderous assault. 


About midnight last night Mrs. Haas 


was aroused from her slumbers by a 
violent rapping on the back door. She 
arose and peering from a window, dis- 
covered the forms of two heavily built 
men outlined in the moonlight. She 
inquired of them what might be thoir 
mission at that hour of the night, 
whereupon the largest one of tho two, 
a man wearing a slouch hat, replied: 
'•Madam, your son has been badly in- 
jured in the roilioad yards and we have 
been sent to inform you, Let us in and 
we will explain how it happened.''^ 


The woman has two sons, and one of 


them, Christian, haa been employed in 
tho railroad yards, 
She feared that ho 


had been badly injured or killed, and 
this thought drove all fear or doubt 
from her mind. 
* 


Mrs. Haas opened the door, admitting 


the two men. They had hardly passed 
the threshold whei one of them quickly 
closed tho door, while the other one pre- 
sented the glittering barrel of a revolver 
before the startled gase of Mr?. Haas, 
The woman divined that the evil inten- 
tion of these desperate men was to com- 
mit robbery, but she nerved herself to 
frustrate thoir designs if it was in her 
power so to do. She screamed loudly 
for help, but before she could repeat tho 
alarm, one of the men clapped his hand 
over her mouth at the same time exclaim- 
ing with an oath that if she attempted to 
scream again he would force the 
revolver down her throat and blow her 
head off. 
They then demanded money. 


She gave them no satisfaction, where- 
upon they attempted to torture her into 
divulging the whereabouts of her cash 
savings of several years. 
The bold 


demons, not yet successful in theu- 
diabolical act, beat the woiiian and 
kicked her until she lay bleeding and 
insensible on the floor. Thejneu then 
proceeded to search the house. 


In tho meantime neighbors, who 


heard the woman's cries of pain and 
terror, hurried to the scene and peering 
through the window, discovered Mrs. 
Haas lying in a pool of blood. 
The 


door, which was looked by the two rob- 
ben, was broken open and the excited 
men to the number of ten rushed in. The 
assassins, who cared not whether the 
woman they had murderously assaulted 
was dead or alive, hastily escaped, leav- 
ing behind them in their flight a slouch 
hat and a red handkerchief and the re- 
volver, the weapon having been dropped 
in the struggle. 
The wounded Mrs. 


Haas was laid tenderly on a bed and a 
physician summoned. 
It was some 


hours before she recovered conscious- 
ness. When she did, her first inquiry 
was to ask whether the flends accom- 
plished their devilish end. She was as- 
sured that they had not, only so far as 
to seriously injure herself. 


Mrs. Haas was seen by Officer Lime- 


oooly to day and questioned regarding 
tbe affair. She described the men, and 
the officers will make a special effort to 
bring them to justice. The woman is 
badly hurt and there ;s an apprehension 
that internal injury has been sustained 
from the violent kicks inflicted on her 
abdomen and ohest. Her face is bruised 
to jolly while numerous wonnds appaar 
on her head. It ia hoped that the vic- 
tim in this cruel assault will recover, 
but there are doubts expressed about it, 
and it is further hoped, and most 
anxiously, too, that tho actors of this 
diabolical drama will pay tho penalty of 
last night's work.

remarkable billiard player this country 
has ever seen. 
He is totally blind, ye't 


a four cushion shot is common amuse- 
ment to him, and he can "draw," ''Eng- 
lish" and coax balls around an ordinary 
billiard table iu a way that simply 
astounds people who see him for the 
first time. 


Twelve years ago Julius was one of 


the fastest long-distance walkers around 
Kew York. • He could also sprint very 
well. 
Ho won much fame and many 


medals as an amateur on tho cinder 
path. Ho caught, a cold that settled in 
his left eye in 1872. After six years the 
doctor made up his mind to remove the 
eye. because the nqht eye was becom- 
ing affected. 
When tho operation was 


finished young Stem was abdolutely 
blind iu both eyes. IIo passed one 
term in the Institution for the Blind in 
New York, but found that no trade he 
could learn there would support him. 
He went to work for a cigar seller aud a 
few years ago began business for him- 
self. 


_Hc is nearly sis feet, slender but 


wiry and muscular. 
It is hard to be- 


lieve that ho is blind. He walks about 
his store and long billiard-room without 
a stick or any assistance. 
So keen is 


his sense of "touch" that ho can "feel" 
any obstruction four or five feet away. 
Ho can tell when ho is near such a 
small object as a hydrant or lamp-post 
on a quiet street by observing tho dif- 
ference in sound made by their ob- 
struction. Ho sells twenty-three kinds 
of cigars, fourteen kinds of cigarettes 
and a dozen other varieties. Be never 
makes a mistake. 
Ho makes change 


rapidly and distinguishes bills readily. 


It is hard to describe how Mr. Stern 


manages the game of billiards, 
He 


locates tho balls by the "spots" on the 
table and by placing them at certain 
distances from tho little white diamonds 
in the rail. 
Ho makes a shallow 


"bridge"' of his loft hand, and his 
fingers flutter nervously over the cue 
ball before he shoots. He hits tho ball 
as ho chooses, whether for a simple 
carrom, follow, draw or masse shot. If 
any one who roads this article will shut 
his eyes aud simply try to strike n 
billiard ball with the point of a f'tno- 
tipped cue he can guess at the marvel 
blind Julius Storn accomplishes in 
directing tho cue ball wherever ho 
wishes it to RO.
